ApmreaL SkyrpLorr by his dash from 
Yladivostock to within thirty miles of Port 
Arthur, and by the blow ‘he. has inflicted on 
his enemy in the sinking of the transport 
Hitachi-maru with the loss of one thousand 
lives‘has achieved the firat, notable suecess 
in'the war that can ‘be placed to Russia's 
credit, The sinking of a transport is not,. 
to be sure, a very heroic act, but the Tosa of 
nearly its entire freight of troops will not 
be without uo stimulating effest upon the 
men of his squadron aud the Russian sea 
and land forces generally. It is noteworthy 
that no official Japanese despatch given ont: 
for publication has confirmed: Admiral 
» Seyrpuorr’s report that he took his 
~ squadron so close to Port Arthar, but it is 
‘on Japanese testimony we have it that this 
squadron last Wednesday was in the Strait 
of Corea and there sunk one transport and 
torpedoad another, without, however, in the 
socond.case, a disastrous result, , We have 
already recalled the fuct that ‘since the 
“war began’ a squadron. under Admini) 
Kamunvua had ben specially detailed to 
watch the enemy’s ships at Viadivostock , 


‘or cut their throats. 


und the public will be eager to learn how 
it happened that this opportunity of abtack- 
ing the-Viadivostock squadron was missed. 
From the official telegram announcing that 
Admiral Kammmuna started in’ pursuit the 
same day that Admiral Seyapuorr delivered 
his blow on the transports, it ie seen that 
the Japanese Squadron was at Sasebo, soit 
‘Zs not improbable that they will overtake 
the Russian ships. ar 
However pleasing the sinking of a trans- 
port with almost its entire human freight | 
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amay be to the Russiane as an act of war, | 
the whole civilised world must shudder at 
this method of annihilating brave wen. Not 
that the Russian squadrou has done any- 
thing that, according to the rules of war, it 
was not fully warranted in deing; but the 
spectacle of these thousand ‘soldiers volun-. 
tarily preferring to be sent to the bottom 
of the ocean ratler than gurrender thom- 
selves alive to the enemy strikes the im- 
ngination.in a way which inust peculiarly 


affect the chordis of the ‘world’s syropathy. 


Possibly many will condemn the act as 
wholesale%suicide which is quite unjustifi- 
able wwler the circumstances, but for our 
part we would wish neither to conden nor 
entirely comment it, Some have derived 
from this wholesale im molation the mistaken 
notion that the element of cowardice enters 
juto iby but anyone acquainted in the 
slightest degree with Japanesc’ military 
history will instantly reject the notion. It 
ia not cowardice; these soldiers” did not fear 
the treatment that might be accorded them 


lif they surrendered themselves alive to the 


enemy ; their preference for death under such 
circumstances shows in fact a proud, upyield- 


ing, patriotic spirit and a magnificent 
stoicism whieh'the world can admire even 
though it deems the oceasioa unworthy of 
its exhibition, We'shall fail tu understand 
these wete in’ their thue light if we judge 
them entircly from the modern European 
point of view. We to know 
that Jnpanese military. Listory’ abounds 
with examples of wholesale acts of 
suicide. Seppubn (the form of suicide 


necd 


peculiar to Japan, but now practically 
obsolete). probably had its origin, according 
to Mr, Basin CHAMBERLALY, in the desire on 
the part of the vanquished warriors to avoid 
the humiliation of falling into the enemy's 
hands alive. Aftura battle, Grirrts tells us, 
the vanquished wounded fell on their swords, 
drove them through their mouth or breast 
Olten a famous 
soldier, before dying, would flay and_ score, 
his own face beyond recognition so that his 
enemies might not glory over him. This 
grew into a principle of honour, and fre- 
quently the uuscathed survivors, defeated, 
and feeling the. cause ‘hopeless, committed 


: suicide. 


That this is not a worn-out tradition is 
shown by the statement ino telegram fr» 
our Kobe correspondent that most of the 
military officers on the ship committed 
suicide before she settled down. From the 
actual battlefield we have hnd no veports of 
this kind, for the very gond reason that 
Japanese troops have not yet had to endure 
the humilintion of defeat in a singlo battle, 
but we may depend upon it that if a 
Japaneso force ‘gets into a tight corner 
this principle of honour we have outlined 
is so highly cherished that there will be 
a fight to the death whatever be the odds 


against the force. “Conquer or die” is 
their motto, and they are evidently _ pre- 
pared’ in all circumstances to. carry this 
principle further than’ European opinion’ 
can approve,

LOCAL CYLEBRATIONS. 

Saturdny. the Sth day of the 5th moon, was 
the Chinose ‘featival of Tiea-chung-chieh-—the 
Dragon ‘Boat Fostiyal. It is a vory ancient 
festival, dating back to 450 years nc. . About 
that time, says the legend, » worthy Ministor of. 
State remonstrated with an unworthy sovereign, 
ani being dograded and diamissed; he committed 
suicide in the river. Tho coremony of searching 
for his hody conumenesd on the first aniiversary 
of his denth, Suiall parcels of boiled ricé packed - 
in bamboo leaves, represonting tho offerings 
fishermen throw into the river when sevking for 
‘the body, are eaten during this festival. 

Those who sought the cool breezes of Honys- 
kong Harbour on Saturday, or still better tho 
tumultuous celebrations at Abordeon, .on tho 
other ‘side of the Island, could not fail to have 
observed how gaily decked were many Chineso 
junks ‘and ‘sampans, Now and again ono 
encountered curiously-built craft, long narrow 
hoata. propolled rupidly with paddles by two 
rows of mon sitting abreast. The crows 
kept time to the steady beat of a dram and 
a gong placed’ amidships. Here oat thers 
alxo. were little joss hots, made of oiled paper, 
floating good luck to overy poiut of the 
harbour, When \ simpau passed one of 
these a couple of joss sticks were oft-times 
thrown overbourd us um offering to the 
spirits, A Chinese idea connectod, with the 
Dragon Bout Festival is that the dragon-honts 
at this time of year drive away the plague. 
This is derived from the fact that from about 
this date onwards the virulencé of the plague 
begins to abate. The festival is one of tho four 
Chinese festivuls for sutlling eccounts. 

AT ABERDEEN, 

The celebrations at Aberdoon, patronised 
by many. Europenns, were really more 
-spectucular than. any yaces at [European 
regattas. Tho  picturesquo little hay 
was outlined by oue mass of junks flying 
long red pennants, with hero and there « honse- 
boat, At times there anust have boon at loast a 
dozen Jannches.

: : FORESTRY. ; 

The time has now arrived for the Colony to 
profit to the full extont by the foresight of the 
Government of a former genoration. In the 
late saveuties tree planting wus seriously un- 
dertaken, and from the year 1982 to 1883,‘the 
annual oxpenditure of $12,000 waa expressly 
sanctioned for afforestation, and from 200,000 
to 300,600 young, pines wero planted each year. 
As the island hecamo more completely covered 
with plantations, the operations and annual 
yotes gradually diminished, until the prosent 
time, when the planting of a few thousand 


.trees can he covered by a smal! portion of the 


treo planting vote of $5,460, Asa result of this 
policy there are now nearly 5,000 acres of pine 
upon. tho island, and tho oldust pluntations, now 
between 25 und 30'years old, are ready to fell 
and replant. ; ; 

Tho pine plaitations ave of very various ages 
and sizes, and much time hasbeen devoted during 


| the yer to 2 earefnl examination of them and 


subsequently {o delineating them on maps and 
schedules so that'a systematic working plau can 
be drawn up to ensure as far as possible an 
‘uniform annual outturn of timber, The surface 
of the island has beén divided for this purpose 
into seven main divisions, and onch of theo into 
six,to eight blocks containing from fifty to two 
or three hundred acres of pine plantation pach. 
Tho primary object of this preliminary imspec- 
tion of the pluntations was to obtain statistics 
upon which to found a working plan for the 
future, bat the results havea further interest 
as showing what return the Government ‘have 
for their outlay of former yoars, : 

Forest Offoncos—Considering the fewness 
of the forest guards—5 in all--or one to each 
1,.00 acres of plantation, the number of treas 
stolen is small, only 427 during the year, and 
tuken together with the 50 offenders brought to 
justice and convicted, reflects much credit on 
these officers, 

Fires —Only one serious fire occurred among 
the Government plantations. This was to the 
west’ of Tytamtuk and ‘extended over.abo ut .2 
acres, destroying 869 pine trees. It was only. 
by the promptness,and cuergy. of. the police 
that the fire was prevented from spreading toa 
much greater oxtent in thot thickly planted 
district. : 

Clearing. —An unusual amount of the time 
f the forestry staff has-been occupied in clear- 
ing the ground for. public works. 

Plunting.—The plouting was unusually limit- 
ed in extent owing to the partial failure of the 


phie seedling crop. ‘ 

Protection—The tire-hurriers were cleaned 
throughout and extended to protect new plun- 
titions near the Taipo Rowd in the New 
Territory. . 

AGRICULTURAL : EXPERIMENTS, : 
: In February the crop of Suggar-fane obtained 
from cuttings procured by the Government 
from the Straits Settlements and Honolulu, was 
xeady for cutting distribution. 10,000 cuttings 
were offered to-farmers in the New Territory 
without charge, and nino applicants. were ‘sup- 
plied with various quantities through the 
Police. : 3 

Mr. Li Puk’s estate at Castle Peak, which 
takes the place of a Colonial experimental 
farm, produced’ 25 mow of these canes in 1901 
pesides 43 mow of Chinese, varieties, and tho

The experiments in other vegotables and fruits 
have boon ‘energetically pursued by Mr, Li Pak 
during the year, and it is satisfactory to hear 


that the results, while. of much: value: to the 
Colony, havo not been unremunerative to the 
owner, The most suitable vegetubtes for market 
purposes have proved during the year to bo 
tomatoes,’ English cabbage, turnips, globe 
artichokes, and Fronch beans. 

English’ potatoes should bo profitable , in 
land plontifwlly supplied with water. These 
vegetables find » ready market. because the 
introduction of better. varioties and different 
cultivation has supplict a want that the old- 
fashioned methods. could not meet. In the 
case of produce already grown large 
quantities in the Chinese nursery gardens and 
sold at very Jow prices, such as Chinese cabbage, 
cauliflower, Chinese varieties of turnip, lettuce, 
Prickly spinach, leeks and sweet potatoes, there 
isp‘no room for compotition, As regards fruit, 
a quantity of meloas have heen produced and 


in 


have found a rendy and profitable market in 
Hongkong, Guavas, wampis and papaws are 
too cheap to repay cultivation, but it is worth 
the consideration of capitalists whether the very 
cheapnoss’ of these and other fruits and also 
of some vogotables such ns green peas doos not 
offer opportunities for a profitable tinning or 
preserving dstablishtient in tho Colony. A 
loxge amount of joms and tinnot vegetables 
must be consumed annually in Hongkomg and 
Manila, and locally grown produco should easily 
compote with imported proserves. 

It is a matter for surprise that no pineapple 
canning’ factory, has been set up hitherto in 
Hongkong, considering the large and increas- 
ing amount of this fruit produced here, and 
with the exumple of the success that has at- 
tended this industry in Singapore.
